FBI Laboratory examination of the anonymous communi- 
cation in this matter reflects that the typewriting appearing 
thereon resembles the standard for Royal elite style of » type 
spaced twelve letters per inch. This typewriting was compared 
with the appropriate sections of the Anonymous Letter- file 
without effecting an identification. 

The watermark ’’Esleeck Clear copy Onion Skin, Made in 
USA” was found on the anonymous communication. This watermark 
is used by the Esleeck Manufacturing Company, Canal, Turners 
Falls 2, Massachusetts. No watermark was found on the envelope 
in which the anonymous letter was mailed.

Irvington, New Jersey, and engage in activities detrimental 
to the United States Government. This caller was unable to 
furnish any specific information as to the purpose of the 
meetings or of the m(^bership of the organization meeting. 

. On August 13, 1941, former Chief ABRAHAM M. RUBAN 
of the Irvington Police Department, Irvington, New Jersey, 
advised an investigation at the FBI’s request was conducted 
by Sergeant KEATING and Detective KRASLE of his department 
and revealed HENRY K. MANGER, who is the sole owner of 
Joseph J. Manger and Son Funeral Home at 1200 West Clinton 
Avenue, Irvington, New Jersey, was then a member of several 
German-American societies for business reasons and that he 
was also a member of the Minute Men of America, a Newark 
organization, very anti Nazi. The police investigation 
disclosed no sign of any meetings of suspicious groups at 
the funeral home after closing hours. 

; On December 19, 1941, J. M. WADE, Assistant Manager, 
Mercantile Branch, Chase National Bank, 115 Broadway, New York 
New York, telephonically advised the New York Office that 
subject was pro-Nazi and had made an airplane trip to South 
America in the fall of 1941.

In 
March, 1949, he saw subject make two packets containing $93,000 
and leave with it on his person. According to D’ARCY, subject 
always carries large sums of new money with him. In June, 

1949, subject reportedly made a trip to Europe taking his car, 
which had a false compartment in the floor, with him. The 
subject is reportedly well known ahd influential in political 
matters, a financial backer of ond\of the '.two major political 
parties in New Jersey and often seeths^in -the company of hoodlums.

Business 
run by wife, LENE, of JOSEPH J. MANGER as execptrix 
of estate from 1933 to 1935. HENRY K. MANGER 
associated in business with late father, JOSEPH J. 

MANGER, all his adult life. In February, 1953, 

MANGER opened a branch funeral home at Nutley, N.J. , 
formerly operated by DAVID W, SMITH, trading as 
Stirette Funeral Home, 361 Franklin Ave., Nutley, N.J. 

The- report further reflects that MANGER operates as 
a mortician maintaining a large funeral parlor establishment 
and county morgue for Essex County at Irvington, New Jersey. 

Owner active, five persons employed full time, others part time 
as needed. Equipment at Irvington includes funeral parlor, 
four chapels, embalming room, one hearse, two limousines, one 
flower car, and necessary equipment used in business, irviii^on 
parlor consists of large two-story brick building, fifty feet 
by one hundred feet, plus one-story garage at rear. Nutley 
facilities include four layout rooms - two-story brick structure. 

The report further reflects that with regard to 
financial information, attempts to contact HENRY MANGER up to 
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October 16, 1958, were uasuccessf ul . "Eepreseatative con- 
tacted, declined all infomation regarding this business and 
such information has been declined all along. Investigation 
indicates volume in moderate six figures annually, operations 
profitable. Investigation indicates assets include moderate 
cash balances, low five-figure investment in fixtures, 
equipment and rolling stock having high four-figure evaluation. 
Extent' of liabilities declined. Henry Manger, jointly holds 
title with wife to property at 1200-1206 Clinton Ave. , 
Irvington, with assessed valuation of about $112,000. Account 
maintained local depository where balances are on a moderate 
basis.” 


Mr. JESSE L. FLIHN, Executive Secretary, State Board 
of Mortuary Science, 410 Main Street, Orange, New Jersey, 
advised that MANGER is presently handling around 400 funerals 
a year. He estimates sales at approximately $200,000 with a 
fifty per cent margin of profit and believes that MANGER is 
easily realizing a profit of $100,000 yearly. He bases these 
estimates on the class of business MANGER “has and his operating 
costs. FLYNN stated that he felt he was qualified to make this 
estimate as he was formerly Professor of Economics at the 
McAllister School of Embalming in New York City. 

MISCELLANEOUS 


On December 29, 1958, Captain PATRICK KEATING (NA) , 
Irvington Police Department, Irvington, New Jersey, stated that 
he has known HENRY MANGER personally and by reputation for 
many years. Captain KEATING described MANGER as a boisterous 
individual, a playboy type who likes to drink and who spends 
money freely. KEATING stated that to his knowledge MANGER 
has been divorced and married several times and at present is 
living with a common-law wife on Harrison Street in East 
Orange near the Suburban Hotel. KEATING stated that MANGER 
has a reputation for being anti-Semitic but did not believe 
that MANGER was the type who would engage in subversive 
activities. 

KEATING further stated that MANGER was more of an 
eccentric than anythij|g. -else in that he did some ”crazy” things 
such as when the town sometime ago purchased a white emergency 
truck without consulting MANGER, the subject purchsised a similar 
truck and followed this emergency truck around to fires, etc. 
KEATING also stated that MANGER liked to dabble in politics 
and recently after contributing money to the "wrong” political 
party, the administration which was elected declared MANGER *s 
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side of the street at his funeral home a ”ho parking" area. 
KEATING stated that MANGER thereupon spent thousands of 
dollars sending dut. letters or leaflets to many Irvington 
citizens complaining of thi$ treatment. 

KEATING also stated that MANGER was *^ery fond of 
traveling and was liable to travel to any part of the world 
on a moment’s notice. He stated that within arecent yearp, to 
his knowledge, MANGER had made a trip to Africa and Mexico 
And was rumored to own a sugar piantatipn in Cuba. KEATING 
pointed out that some of this infomation was heaz'say and not 
based bn his personal knowledge. 

Chief FRANK DRBYBR (NA) , Essex County Sheriff’s 
office^ Newark, New Jersey, was advised on December 31, 1958, 
of information contained in anonymous letter concerning bom)aing ■ 
of Jewish synagogue on Clin top Avenue in Newark. Chief DREYER 
advised that he is not acquainted with RENRY MANGER but knows 
several people who know MANGER quite well. He discreetly con- 
tacted some of his informants and was told that MANGER *s real 
name was HENRY KINAST. According to infqrmation received by 
Chief DREYER, JOSEPH MANGER, ’ HENRY MANGER ’s stepfather, Rad 
married Mrs. KINAST several years ago when HENRY KINAST was a 
youngster. HENRY KINAST then adppted the name HENRY HIRAST 
MANGER. According to Chief DREYER *s informants, during HITliER'a 
rise to power, HENRY MANGER was a strong German advocate. 

MANGER reportedly is an alcoholic who delights in spending 
large amounts of money on his many lady friends. 

Chief DREYER stated t^at he Rnows of po arrest 
record of MANGER. DREYER was advised by an inf Qxmiaut that 
MANGER had recently ’’imported" a man by the name of EUGENE 
CUiiKIN from South Carolina to manage his Nutley funeral home.

A box 
in all issues indicates that "Common Sense” is edited by 
CONDE MC GINLEY and published twice monthly at 530 Chestnut 
Street, Union, New Jersey. Statement of ownership list 
appearing in issue ntunber 214, September, 1954, indicates 
that the publisher is the Christian Educational Association 
of Union, New Jersey. Previous statement of owtjership 
appearing in issue 193, September 15, .1953, indicates that 
CONDE MC GINLEY was owner, publisher and editor. 

Under date of December 17, 1958, the Committee on 
Un-American Activities of the United States House of Representa- 
tives published a "Preliminary Report on Neo-Fascist and Hate 
Groups", in which their growth and objectives as well as the 
editor of "Common Sense” are discussed in length. The peport 
indicates that the publication has a fluctuating circulation 
of between 30,000 and 100,000 copies an issue. 

In the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
report, "Common Sense" is described as a "hate sheet" vehicle 
publishing "some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever 
to come to the attention of the Committee”. 

.According to this report, "Common Sense” depicts 
Communism as Judaism and. devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on the Jewish, and to a lesser extent, Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi 
Regime in Germany also i,s injected into this propaganda, 

"Common Sense” is also a channel for hate propaganda 
being issued by numerous other individuals and organizations 
scattered throughout the country. The literature of these 
fellow-hate mongers is disseminated either through reprints 
in the columns of "Common Sense” or in booklets published 
and sold by "Common Sense".

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP ) 

On April 21, 1958, a confidential source stated 
that the National Renaissance Party is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Negro, neo-Fascist organization with activities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It was 
founded in 1949, by JAMES H, MADOLE who is in complete 
control of the party. The party’s main function is 
distribution of the National Renaissance Bulletin on 
a monthly basis and distribution of pro -Arab literature 
obtained from official Arab establishments in New York 
City. 


The Un-American Activities Committee of the 
United States House of Representatives in a preliminary 
report, dated December 17, 1954, stated "NRP activities 
and propaganda are clearly subversive and Un-American." 

This source indicated that the NRP continues to 
maintain headquarters in the apartment of JAMES MADOLE, 
apartment 8, 10 West 90th Street, New York.

"Judaism" and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on the Jev/ish and to a lesser extent the 
Negro minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the 
foi'mer Nazi regime in Germany is also injected into 
this propaganda. 

In about June or July, 1957, IRVING FISHMAN, Deputy 
Collector of Customs of the Port of New York, advised the 
Department of Justice, V/ashington, D, C. , that CONDE MC GINLEY 
at BOX 807, Union, New Jersey, was receiving from overseas 
propaganda materials.

VON LEHR is a 
former Nazi and has been friendly with MC GINLEY for some 
time, and MC GINLEY corresponded v;ith him v/hen he' (VON LEHR) 
vras a refugee in Argentina, 
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Dr, JOHANNAS VON LEERS was born January 25, 1902 
in Germany, In 1928 he worked for the German Foreign Office 
in the diplomatic service. In 1929 he became a member of 
the Nazi party and in 1935 was head of a HITLER youth 
newspaper* He resided in Germany until 1950 when he v/ent 
to Buenos Aires, Argentina, 

As of October, 1957 LEERS was working as an 
instructor in languages at the Language School for Students 
attached to Cairo University, where he is a guest professor* 
for history of literature. He has been in touch with the 
Egyptian Ministry of Information and with the Arab League 
and does translations for the Egyptian Office of Information 
and Press. (u) 


LEERS is reportedly v/orking hard to convince two

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NK T-1 indicated on April 25, 1957, that the 
Acting Executive Director of the AMERICAN FRIENDS OP THE 
MIDDLE EAST (AP&IE) , had submitted a memorandum dated 
March 12, 1955, to the Board of Directors of AFME 
regarding the publication of a book of photographs produced 
by FEROLOV/ ANDERSON, v/hich dealt with Arab refugees in the 
Gaza Strip, 

This memorandum reflects that the Middle East 
Director of AFME had requested the Nev/ York Office of 
AFBAE to welcome Mr, ANDERSON and to arrange a pi:ess 
conference, reception, possible speaking tour and exhibits 
of his pictures, under AFLffl sponsorship.

Director, hospitality was extended to Mr, ANDERSON and 
his wife, and AFME assisted him unofficially in making 
contacts with certain Arab officials and various 
interested American citizens. The Acting Executive 
Director accompanied ANDERSON to Chicago for a conference 
with HENRY REGNERY for the purpose of exploring the 
possibility of publishing ANDERSON’S photographs regarding 
the human side of the Arab refugee situation. This memor-* 
andum states that Mr, REGNERY agreed to publish the book, 
but indicated that an advance guarantee of $10,000^00 
would be needed. During the conference with Mr, REGNERY, 
the Acting Executive Director made a tentative commitment 
of $1,000,00 from AFME, 

This memorandum recommended that the Board of 
Directors of AFfJE authorize the Acting Executive Director 
to pay $1,000 to the Henry Regnery Publishing Company 
to assist in the publication of ANDERSON’S picture book, 
upon v/ritten assurance that the book would be published, and 
that AFME would receive copies of the book in return for this 
amount of money.

AMERICAN FRIENDS OF THE MIDDLE EAST, INCORPORATED, which 
was founded on May 15, 1951, is a private, non-profit, 
non-political, intercuitural organization with human 
relations as its sphere of interest, Through an interchange 
of ideas, it seeks to build and maintain bridges of friend- 
ship between the people of America and the people of the 
Middle East. According to this leaflet, the purpose of • 
this organization is to enable Americans, through lectures, 
publications and other means, to come to a better under- 
standing of the many contributions Middle Eastern people 
have made to culture and civilization. Its purpose is 
also to bring to the attention of the people of the Middle 
East, those values in our civilization v/hich might be of 
great value to them in adjusting their way of life to the 
rapidly changing conditions of our age. 

NK T-1 on April 25, 1957, furnished a copy of the 
November, 1956 News Letter of the Palestine Arab Refugee 
Office, 801 Second Avenue, New York City, which contained 
an article by AITOERSON concerning the British- French 
invasion of Port Said. 

It is noted that* in June, 1955, the Palestine Arab 
Refugee Office, 801 Second Avenue, New York City, registered 
with the Foreign Agents Registration Section, United States 
Department of Justice, as an agent of the Arab Palestine 
Office for Refugees, Beirut, Lebanon. 

NK T-1 on March 19, 1957, made available a booklet 
entitled, "Anglo-French- Israeli Aggression Against Egypt", 
which was distributed by the Egyptian Embassy, T/ashington, 

D. C., and page one of this booklet is captioned "An Eye- 
Witness Account of British-French Invasion of Port Said 
by the Swedish Newspaperman PEROLOW ANDERSON". 
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UK T-1 on March 19, 1957, furnished a copy of the 
November, 1956, edition of ’’The Scribe” which is a 
monthly magazine published by the Centre for Middle East 
Research, Cairo, Egypt. This edition consisted of 
reproductions of photographs and an explanatory introduction 
by PEROLOW ANDERSON. The forev/ard of this magazine is 
quoted as follows; 

’’’The Scribe* publishes with regret the text 
sent to the Press Agencies of the world, by the 
Swedish Journalist- Photographer Per-Olow Anderson, 
v/ho went to Port-Said two hours after the city was 
’policed’ by the Anglo-French forc<Ss v/hich came to 
Sgypt to restore peace after Egypt was invaded by 
Israel, 

’’’The Scribe’ apologizes for publishing these 
gruesome photos v/hich hardly need any explanation, 
apart perhaps from stating that they were taken in 
Port-Said on Tuesday, November 6th 1956,” 

HENRY REGNERY, President, Regnery Publishing 
Company, 64 East Jackson Boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, 
advised SA LLOYD H, NELSON on May 8, 1957, as follows: 

Subsequent to the British-French invasion of 
Egypt in late 1956, FREDA DTLEY, well known authoress, 
Washington, D, C. , v/ho had met ANDERSON in Middle East, 
suggested to latter that he contact the Regnery firm 
relative to the publishing of his book concerning the Middle 
East situation. 

Several v/eeks ago, ANDERSON, v/hose wife has 
relatives somev/here in Chicago, Illinois, and a child in 
Stockholm, Sv/eden, approached REGNERY concerning his book. 
The book actually will contain ve?:’y little text and 
consists principally of a series of excellent photographs 
taken by AlIDERSON, a top flight photog-rapher, of scenes in 
the Gaza Strip and elsewhere in Egypt, The book is 
entitled ’’They Are Human Too” and is described as a 
photographic essay on the Palestinian refugees. 
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BEGNERY added that ANDERSON felt very strongly about the 
plight of these refugees. The book was accepted by REGNERY 
for publishing and is presently in the hands of the printers, 
Photopress, Incorporated, Gardner and Congress Streets, 
Chicago, and should be in retailers’ hands in July, 1957; 

As this type of book is expensive to publish, REGNERY 
secured from ANDERSON 'a personal check in the amount of 
approximately $5,700,00 as a guarantee to purchase a 
quantity of the books when published. REGNERY cannot 
recall bank which check was drawn on, nor the city, 

ANDERSON further indicated to REGNERY at 
time of contract negotiations that government of Saudi 
Arabia had an interest in the book and accordingly REGNERY 
subsequently directed a letter to the Saudi Arabian 
Ambassador, V/ashington,r D, C., who replied in effect that 
the Saudi Arabian Government v/ould purchase a quantity of 
the books. 



REGNERY Stated that ANDERSON never gave any 
indication he v/as officially connected v/ith any government 
regarding the publication of this book, but is of opinion 
that sum of approximately $5,700,00 was probably made 
available to ANDERSON by interested Arabian Government (^/ 
as ANDERSON is known to REGNERY to be in need of funds, 


On May 15, 1957, PEROLOW ANDERSON appeared at the 
Washington, D, C* headquarters of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and was interviewed by SA B, M. SUTTLSR at 
which time ANDERSON stated that he had come to the United 
States with his wife during 1956 and v/as then residing 
at 1739 North Street, North West Washington, D, C, He 
commented that he might remain in the United States 
permanently as many of his friends had urged him to do soi 

ANDERSON further advised that a book of photographs 
on the Egyptian situation v/hich he had taken was in the 
process of being published by the Henry Regnery Company, 

64 East Jackson Street, Chicago, Illinois. The title 
of this book will be "They Are Human Too". 
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ANDERSON explained that he had taken a series 
of photographs in Egypt which accurately portrayed the 
extent of what he called British "atrocities" ^ He commented 
that he had personally counted 800 bodies of victims of the 
bombing while the British claimed that only 100 persons 
had been killed. According to ANDERSON, the International 
News Service (INS) iiad prevented his pictures from being 
published in the United States because of pressure from 
Zionist groups as well as French and English groups. 
According to ANDERSON, INS had paid him $75,00 a day to malie 
the pictures for a period of 12 days immediately following 
the bombing and had further agreed to pay him 20 per cent 
on the sale of pictures but there had been no sales because 
of the pressure exerted on INS by the Zionist ^ French and 
English groups referred to above. 


ANDERSON stated that he had been able to have 
his photographs published in Europe and this infuriated the 
British, He furnished one copy each of the November, 1956, 
and the January, 1957, issue of a magazine entitled 
"The Scribe" v/hich contained pictures of the damage allegedly 
done by British bombing at Port Said, Egypt, According 
to ANDERSON, as a result of the publication of his photographs 
in the November, 1956 issue of "The Scribe" a scurrilous 
article about him was published in the London "Daily Mail" 
on December 11, 1956. ANDERSON furnished a copy of this 
article which had been written by WALTER TERRY. ANDERSON 
commented that he was in the process of suing WALTER TERRY 
and the London "Daily Mail" for libel and slander as this 
article erroneously accused him of being an ex-Nazi 
propaganda agent. 


NIC T-4 was interviewed on June 10, 1957, at Washingtcp, 
D, C, , by SA HOWARD FLETCHER, JR, , at which time he advised 
that ANDERSON and his wife came to the United States in

Christian Educational 
Association in the State of Washington and that he did not 
ioiow of any organized group or club of the organization 
anywhere in the country, BAXTER said he did not know of 
any other individuals in the State of Washington who were 
associated with the Christian Educational Association, 
however, he said there may be others in Washington who 
receive the "Common Sense" . 

BAXTER stated that his activity consisted of 
writing letters to individiials and organizations and to 
passing on literature received by him to persons who 
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might be interested in it. BAXTER stated that organizing 
groups in the Pacific Northwest was a hopeless task as 
the people were not interested in the "problems”. He 
said that he has given up any activities of attempting to 
organize people and was now spending his time writing 
letters .

4. Promote harmony among employers and employees 
and strive to convince Arkansas labor that 

its welfare is bound to the welfare of Arkansas 
employers. 

5. Offset "to the greatest degree possible the 
organizational efforts of the two major labor 
organizations of the nation in Arkansas". 

The board said this objective would "avoid 
the internecine strife that will inevitably 
plague the industry of Arkansas as these two 
organizations wage war against each other for 
the privilege of collecting initiation fees 
and dues from Arkansas labor".

MRS. MANGER advised that she and the subject were 
married August 27, 1927, at Newark and were divorced in 
the latter part of 1956. She advised that the marriage 
produced two children, HENRY, JR., age 26, and LOIS, age 20. 
MRS, MANGER described the subject as a good provider for his 
family but is a very heavy drinker who during the period of 
the past ten years almost entirely withdrew himself from 
family activity. She stated that over this latter ten year 
period, the subject very seldom brought friends to their home 
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and did not discuss either his business or outside activities 
with her. She advised that over extended periods of time, 
the subject did not come home or bother to inform her of his 
whereaiD.puts. 

MRS. MANGER stated that she and the subject' have 
both Jewish and Catholic friends and she was never aware of any 
biase on the subject’s part against minority groups. She 
stated that prior to V/orld War II, the subject was active in 
several local German clubs; that to the best of her knowledge, 
he was never a member of the German Bund. She stated that the 
name CONDE MC GIWLEY was unfamiliar to her. 


MRS, MANGER stated that prior to the divorce, she 
resided with the subject in a residence immediately adjacent 
to the South Orange Reservation but this home was sold in 
the first part of 1957. She stated that to the best of her 
knowledge, the subject had never purchased or been interested 
in explosives of any type and she had no knowledge concerning 
explosives buried in the South Orange Reservation. 


On February 4, 1959, Chief of Police JOHN E. EVANS, 
Irvington, New Jersey Police Department, advised that he has 
known the subject on a personal basis for the past twenty- 
five years. He described the subject as a "big, overgrown 
kid” who when drinking had a vicious and vulgar tongue and 
would make threats of either beating or having various persons 
beaten up, but to EVANS* knowledge, no such threat was ever 
carried out, EVANS recalled that some years ago, the subject 
became angry at the police department when parking meters were 
installed in front of his funeral home.

On February 6, 1959, ELMER HAUSMAN, an Irvington 
attorney and presently serving as Commissioner of the 
Irvington, New Jersey, Police Department, was interviewed at 
his office, 1200 Springfield Avenue. 

MR. HAUSMAN advised that he has known the subject 
on a close personal basis for the past 40 years and described 
him as a good businessman who, when drinking could act in 
a very irresponsible manner. He stated that the subject had 
been very crml to his former wife and on one recent occasion, 
the subject physically beat his son. He stated that the 
subject has been very promiscuous in his relations with 
other women and from time to time he left his wife to live 
with various v/omen. He sta ted that the subject was presently 
residing with ] who in the past was alleged to 

have close relationships v/ith Newark hoodlums. 


HAUSMAN further described the subject as a vindictive 
type of individual who would leave no stone unturned to 
"get even" with a person whom the abject had believed wronged 
him, When drinking, the subject has been a loud, boastful 
type of person who would brag, about his business and love 
conquests. 


HAUSMAN advised that he had no reason to believe 
that subject was biased against any particular minority 
group and felt that the subject was the type of person who 
would not enter any type of activity which would not be 
profitable to him. 

In regard tol 1 HAUSMAN stated that he was 

of the opinion that tne Irvington Police Department had 
conducted an investigation regarding her background so^e 
years ago and he would make such investigation available 
in the near future.

SUBJECT; HENRY KINAST MANGER 

POTENTIAL BOMBING SUSPECT 


On February 25, 1959, MANGER appeared personally 
at the Newark Office, it being noted that he had previously 
telephonically requested to be interviev/ed concerning the 
Bureau investigation in regard to himself. MANGER advised 
that any Federal Bureau of Investigation inquiry concerning 
him was unjustified and compared it to the “Persecution 
of American citizens of German extraction during World War II‘* 
MANGER stated he was extremely anti-Communist and prior to 
the entry of this country in World War II, he v/as out spoken 
in favor of Germany over Russia. As a result of this, he 
felt that certain people mistakenly questioned his loyalty 
to the United States. 

MANGER stated that he had reason to believe that 
his residence telephone had been tapped and that he was being 
followed by unknown parties which he felt was in some way 
connected to this investigation. He was advised that the 
FBI had no part in or knowledge of any tapping of his 
telephone wires. 

AlANGER described himself as a “loud-mouth" type 
individual who expressed his feelings in no uncertain terms 
as the result of which he was often misunderstood by his 
friends and furnished ammunition S>r his enemies to twist 
his remarks to their own advantage. He advised that in lis 
business and personal life, he had made many enemies any of 
whom could have furnished the FBI with false and malicious 
allegations concerning himself. 

In regard to the specific allegations against him, 
MANGER stated that he has never knowingly supplied money to 
any type of organization which could remotely be connected 
with the bombing of Jewish temples. He denied having any 
bias against the Jewish race stating that he has many Jewish 
friends, a Jewish attorney, and could furnish names of Jewish 
Rabbis who he felt sure would refute such an allegation.

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With regard to the Negro race, MANGER stated that 
in his opinion the country would be better if “all the 
Negroes were returned to Africa”, and he further expressed 
sympathy for the southern people concerning racial integration. 

MANGER stated that as a director and owner of a 
funeral establishment, he made conti'ibutions to various types 
of local organizations and charities and does not have the 
time to make personal inquiry into the background and credibility 
of each such organization. MANGER further pictured himself as 
a “rough and ready” type of individual who prided himself in 
personally handling his problems. He stated that he is not 
the type of person who would “pay other people to do his dirty 
work”, but should he be inclined to do something unlawful, 
which he has not, he would do the job himself rather than 
entrust it to other parties. 

MANGER advised he was born April 30, 1904, Newark, 

New Jersey, and was basically self-educated man having had 
only a high school education. 

MANGER advised that in 1921, he spent a year in 
Munich > Germany where he studied drawing and since has become 
a fluent in German, Italian and Spanish, 

He advised that he entered the funeral business in 
1922 and made a success of this business through hard work 
and thrifty management. He stated that his present income 
approximates $80,000 yearly. 

MANGER advised that over the past ten years he 
has traveled extensively in. foreign countries purely for 
pleasure. He stated that he has had little occasion to travel 
in the southern states and recalls his last trip as being a 
pleasure trip to New Orleans, Louisiana, approximately ten 
years ago. He stated that he has no friends or acquaintances 
in any of the “deep southern states” such as Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Arkansas. 

MANGER advised that he and his wife, MARIE MANGER, 
separated approximately three years ago at which time both 
moved from their former home which was located adjacent to 
the South Orange Forest Reservation. He stated that he has 
never purchased dynamite or any other type of explosive and 
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has no knowledge concerning explosives being buried on the 
reservation. MANGER advised that his present residence is 
at 157 South Harrison Street, East Orang e. N. J. . v/here he

stated that he also maintains a stunmer residence located in 
East Stroudsburg, Pennsylvania,

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In regard to CONDE MC GINLEY, MANGER advised that 
he recalled meeting MC GINLEY on only, one occasion at a 
social gathering approximately t©n years ago and has 
had no further direct connection with MC GINLEY since that 
time. He recalled that several years ago he wa s approached 
by the individual known to him only asP^ |who indicated 

to MANGER that he was connected with MC GINLEY and was col- 
lecting for a charitable organiaat ion which was sponsored 
by Catholic Priests.

no further contributions. He stated that he has been rec- 
eiving a publication, the name of which he cannot recall, 
which was reportedly published by MC GINLEY but stated that 
he never has the time or desire to read this publication. 
MANGER stated that he has never subscribed to this publication 
and it is apparently sent to him gradis, 

MANGER advised that he is eager to get this matter 
resolved in order to avoid further embarrassment and stated 
he would be readily available for further interview should 
any further information be desired of him. 
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RESULTS OP FBI LABORATORY 
EXAMIMTIONS 


As set forth in a previous report, NK T-1 made 
available certain anonymous letters which he felt had been 
prepared either by the subject or the writer of the anonymous 
letter upon which this case is predicated* 

Under date of February 6, 1959, the Laboratory 
advised that instant anon 3 ^ous letter had not been prepared 
on the same typewriter as materials subrafcted by UK T-1. 

The Laboratory noted further that there was insufficient 
available handwriting to determine if the subject has 
prepared anonymous letters received by lUC T-1. The 
Laboratory further advised that the envelope and paper used 
in instant anonymous letter did not come from the same 
source as the envelopes and paper submitted by EK T-1. 

Inasmuch as UK T-1, due to his past relationship with 
the subject, possibly prepared instant letter, typing 
samples were obtained from two Royal typewriters to which he 
had access and also specimens of onionskin paper were 
obtained. 


Under date of February 25, 1959, Laboratory 
advised that the typing used in instant letter was not 
identical to the t 3 )’pewriter in KK T-l’s possession. 

It was also noted that the submitted onionskin paper was 
different than that used in original letter.

Under date of February 24, 1959, the Ba ltimore 
Office a dvised that investigation conducted by SA l 

n conducted on February 9, 1959, reflected that 
Baltimore telephone #MU 5-8080 was listed to the William 
Cook Funeral Directors, St. Paul and Preston Streets, 
Baltimore, Maryland. 

On February 11, 1959, a review of the current 
Baltimore City Directory reflected that the William Cook 
Funeral Directors, Inc, was located at 1217 St, Paul Street 
(corner of Preston Street, Baltimore, Maryland), and listed 
the following officers; 
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described MANGERS s father, the subject, as the "political 
boss" in Irvington, New Jersey, who could "make or ruin a 
man overnight if he wishes," The subject was further des- 
cribed as a heavy drinker who is believed to use drugs of a 
barbiturate nature. He is also described as a paranoiac 
who had threatened to kill himself on several occasions. 

On February 25, 1959, the following investigation 
was conducted by SA RAYMOND J. GORHAM at Trenton, New Jersey; 

On February 25, 1959, MRS. MARGARET BOJARSKI, 
Principal Clerk in the New Jersey Department of Labor,

MANGER purchasing any amount of explosives, 

A check was also made under the name of the MANGER 
Funeral Home and no record was found indicating that purchase 
of dynamite was made under the name of Manger Funeral Home. 


She further advised that their section in the New 
Jersey Department of Labor had no information of any extensive 
loss or thefts of dynamite as being reported to their office 
during the past year. She advised, however, that MR, ALBERT 
J, GETZ, Chief Mining Safety Engineer, Department of Labor 
and Safety, 11 Washington Street, Morristown, New Jersey, 
telephone Jefferson 8-5105, could be contacted for further 
information in this matter, if it is desired.

On April 22, 1959, DON RUEBER, 30l4 South Delaware Avenue, 
Milvraukee, Wisconsin, visited the Milwaukee Office and gave 
the follovjing information to SA GEORGE V. HUEBSCH: 


V/ithin recent months, RUEBER and his v/ife JOAN, having 
been stimulated partially by a reading of the Director's 
book, "Masters of Deceit, " have grown alarmed by the 
threat of communism and have tried to do something 
politically positive in their fight against it. They have 
v/ritten letters to several congressmen, praising or 
opposing prospective legislation as it attacked or sponsored 
pro-communism. 

JOAN RUEBER belongs to a Milvjaukee women's legislative 
discussion group. At a recent meeting of that group one of 
the members present gave JOAN a large four-page copy of 
"The Key to Freedom," undated, but published by the 
Christian Educational Association, Union, New Jersey. The 
copy called communism a "Zionist tool" and purported to 
document the charge by identifying, through names and 
photographs, the persons involved in "The Zionist 
Conspiracy" against "the American republic" in such inclusive 
areas as. health, education and welfare, labor, press and 
communications, the economy, the armed forces, the United 
Nations. 

The copy, furnished to SA HUEBSCH by DON RUEBER, is herewith 
enclosed. RUEBER spoke of his concern that such material 
as this was legitimately anti-communist. 


This letter is solely for Newark's information. No further 
action being taken by Milv/aukee.

"Commoii Sezise” is a bimoathly tabloid diae nev/spaper 
publishod by tbe Christian Educational Association, 530 Chestnut 
St», Union, K. J« The last staiment o£ ownership appeared in 
the 10/1/59 issue and listed the owner and publisher as the 
Christian Educational Association and editor as Conde Me Ginley, 
Each issue o£ the publication contains a bon which indicates 
that Me Ginley is the Editor and that it is published by the 
Christian Educational Association* 


The Committee on Un-American Activities o£ the tJnited 
States House of Representatives on 12/17/54 published a '’Pre- 
liminary Report on Heo-Fascist and Hate Groups” in which their 
growth and objectives are discussed at length* This report in- 
dicates that "Coipion Sense” has a f luctuating circulation of 
between 30,000 and 100,000 copies an issue* The report described 
the paper as a "hate sheet” vehicle publishing "some o£ the most 
Vitriolic hate props^anda ever to come to the attention o£ the 
Ci^miiittee” * ■

According to the report, *' Common Sense*^ depicts Communism 
as Judaism and devotes its pages almost entirely to attacks on 
the Jewish, and to a lesser entent the Negro minorities in the , 
United States* Sympathy for the former Nazi Government in Germany 
is also shown In the paper*
